33. (new) The computer readable medium of claim 31 where elements of value are 
selected from the group consisting of: alliances, brands, channels, customers, customer 
relationshi ps, employees, eguipment, intellectual property, partnerships, processes, 
production eguipment, vendors, vendor relationships and combinations thereof. 

34. (new) The computer readable medium of claim 31 where the segments of value are 
from the group consisting of current operation, derivatives, real options, investments.
